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PRESIDENT’S PAGE

The Purpose of Illinois Dentists 


Many of us who work in the administrative field 
of a profession know we must have an ideal or 
goal, one never completely obtainable in this world 
of commercialism, but we must have it. The goal or 
purpose of our profession is to render the highest 
type of dental service for all of the citizens of IIli- 
nois. We know we should not compromise for less. 
We also know we must resist all forces that tend to 
lower this service in grade of quality or restriction 
of service to less than all of the citizens. 

Since time began there have been people who 
prey upon others for personal gain. In the dental 
field they are known as bootleggers and quacks. We also have those fringe indi- 
viduals who have sunk so low in their moral and economic life—both dentists 
and technicians—that they are only interested in selling any product for a price. 
These people are not interested in nor do they feel responsible for the ultimate 
effects of these products on the purchasers. 

For many years our dental societies have cooperated with law enforcement 
bodies in Illinois to aid in the apprehension and conviction of such bootleggers, 
for most of their victims end up by asking for help from organized dentistry. 

In recent years it has been necessary for our dental societies to enter the field of 
investigating illegal operations and aiding the law enforcement bodies in pre- 
paring cases against violators of the dental practice acts. Why? Because, as you 
can see in almost every walk of life, there is a moral breakdown of people in gen- 
eral. The law enforcing bodies, without outside help, cannot cope with the 
situation. 

The Chicago, Will Grundy, Danville, Peoria and other component societies 
are to be commended for their work in this field. In many of these instances the 
officers and members have been asked to do much more than work with the law 
enforcement bodies; they have also been asked to sacrifice both time and money 
of their own. 





This year your State Society embarks oh a new program of protecting the 
health of the people of Illinois by fighting these quacks through the Commission 
on Legislation and Law Enforcement. We know that this effort will be a never 
ending struggle, for as long as there is money to be made in illegal practices there 
will be people willing to make it. We also know that no law enforcement agency 
can obtain funds sufficient to take over this work for dentistry. 

Our new law enforcement assessment was necessary to obtain a substantial fund 
quickly—one which will be held in a separate account. How long will it be be- 
fore the fund needs replenishing? It all depends on how much work must be 
done and the membership’s desire to march toward its goal. We should think 
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seriously of how this fund can be kept at an adequate level. Should it be in the 
form of increased dues or a future assessment? 


In the last few years the Illinois Dental Practice Act has been upheld, and we 
have seen advertising of the illegal operators reduced over fifty percent from the 
high of 1954. Injunctions, fines, and jail sentences have been given to those who 
prey on the public. This has not entirely deterred them from continuing to make 
hay, but each time they go to court they get in deeper trouble and eventually they 


will end up in jail. 


It is encouraging to know that organized dentistry is obtaining much better re- 
sults in this field than other professions and businesses, because of our viligance. 

We are pleased with the help of the Chicago Better Business Bureau. The coop- 
eration of the Bureau has made it possible to get to areas that have been unaccess- 
ible previously. We thank them for their cooperation. We also recognize the fine 
cooperation of the Illinois Dental Laboratory Association. 

Once again may we remind you that all members are requested to report any 
suspected violations of the Dental Practice Act to the Secretary, Dr. Paul W.

Today, successful practice in the 
healing arts is more than ever the re- 
sult of joint application of scientific 
knowledge and technical skills. This is 
true of dentistry as it is of medicine. 
Important advantages are gained by 
bringing together in an established cen- 
tral location all available elements of 
these sciences—with heavy emphasis on 
the value of teaching. 

Such a grouping of facilities and of 
professional personnel is of vast benefit 
to the patient, who profits from the use 
of the most modern equipment, tech- 
niques and therapies by the combined 
skills of the best physicians, surgeons, 
and technicians. Of equal importance, 
this pattern of centralization provides 
a rich mine of material for dental and 
medical research, and facilities and 
teachers for the education of students: 
the dentists, physicians, pharmacists, 
nurses, and technicians of tomorrow. 


Medical Teaching Centers 


Most of the great medical teaching 
centers are now in America instead of 
Europe. During the last few decades 
some sixty such centers have been es- 
tablished in the United States and sev- 
en in Canada, each of them providing 
facilities for medical and surgical serv- 
ice, research, and teaching. 

Chicago is frequently referred to as 
having become the medical capital of 
the world. Four large medical concen- 
trations are here: the University of 
Chicago group, long noted for its ad- 
vancement of medical knowledge; 
Northwestern University’s professional

schools, clinics and associated hospitals 
occupying fifty acres on the lake front; 
the Michael Reese Hospital group now 
completing its huge expansion program 
on the south side; and the Medical Cen- 
ter District, two miles west of the Loop, 
identified as the geographic center and 
center of population of Chicago. 
Conceded to be the foremost of all 
medical centers, the Medical Center 
District contains 305 acres including 
and encircling a group of great hos- 
pitals, professional schools, and related 
institutions in the area bounded by the 
new Congress Expressway, Ashland 
avenue, Roosevelt road and Oakley 
boulevard (see map). Surrounding the 
medical establishments are many blocks 
of decayed and blighted buildings, most 
of them sixty or seventy years old, and 
containing the congested dwelling units 
of a resident population estimated at 
15,000. In this Center, federal, state 
and county governments and _ private 
enterprise provide unsurpassed medical 
and surgical skill to rich and poor alike, 
on the basis of the patients’ ability to 


pay. 


Unique Background 


The Medical Center District first be- 
came and official entity in 1941, but a 
great number of the renowned insti- 
tutions now comprising this Center had 
already been established here for years, 
in close contact with one another. 
Among the pioneers are Cook County 
Hospital (1875); Presbyterian Hospital 
(1883); and the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons (1881), which in 1913 
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became the College of Medicine of 
the University of Illinois. 


Columbian Dental College, founded 
in 1892, was merged into the Illinois 
School of Dentistry in 1898, and three 
years later was taken over by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

Rush Medical College—one of the 
most highly esteemed names in medical 
history—moved to this area from a 
downtown location,—completed its first 
building here in 1876, and was instru- 
mental in the establishment of Pres- 
byterian Hospital as a teaching insti- 
tution. In this building was also located 
the Central Free Dispensary, organized 
as a clinical teaching center. Following 
its affiliation with the University of 
Chicago, Rush merged its teaching staff 
into the University of Illinois College 
of Medicine. Central Free Dispensary 
continues to serve as the outpatient de- 
partment of Presbyterian (now Pres- 
byterian-St. Luke’s) Hospital. 

In 1893 the Chicago College of Den- 
tal Surgery came into the center and 
merged with Loyola University in 1923. 


Stritch Medical School 


Loyola University’s Stritch School of 
Medicine entered the District in 1917 
by purchase of the Chicago College of 
Medicine and Surgery. In 1930 Chicago 
Medical School took over the Frances 
Willard Hospital building, an old in- 
stitution. Durand Hospital, its build- 
ing now a unit of Cook County Hospi- 
tal, dates from 1912. Hektoen Institute, 
the present laboratory divsion of Cook 
County Hospital, succeeded the John 
McCormick Institute of Infectious Dis- 
eases, founded in 1902. Fantus Clinic, 
now the outpatient department of Cook 
County Hospital, occupies the build- 
ing which was originally the West Side 
Hospital, erected in 1912. 

Just outside the present District, 
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north Congress street, were Presbyteri- 
an Hospital’s Sprague School of Nurs- 
ing, the University Hospital, the Pro- 
fessional Schools Y.M.C.A., and the 
original Cook County Graduate School 
of Medicine. These buildings were in 
the path of the Congress Expressway 
and had to be demolished. For several 
years University Hospital had served 
as a teaching unit of Loyola’s Stritch 
School of Medicine. New buildings for 
Presbyterian School of Nursing and 
Cook County Graduate School of Medi- 
cine have been constructed within the 
District. 


Medical Center Commission 


In 1941 the Illinois Legislature cre- 
ated the Medical Center Commission 
and gave it the responsibility of devel- 
oping the District—to enable the exist- 
ing institutions to expand, to provide 
sites for new medical projects, park 
areas, and new housing facilities for 
personnel associated with the hospitals 
and professional schools. The Commis- 
sion has seven members, all serving 
without pay. One each is appointed by 
the Mayor of Chicago, the President of 
the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County, and the President of the Chi- 
cago Park District. The remaining four 
members are appointed by the Gover- 
nor of Illinois. Dr. Walter H. Theo- 
bald, re-elected president at the annual 
meeting in 1957, has been a commis- 
sioner since the inception of the Dis- 
trict, and has been president of the 
Commission continuously since Decem- 
ber 1946. Dr. Karl A. Meyer is vice- 
president, Thomas J. Downs, treasur- 
er, and C. Hilding Anderson, secre- 
tary. The other commissioners are Dr. 
Otto L. Bettag, Charles J. Burg and 
Park Livingston. George W. McLester 
is the executive director. 

With power of eminent domain, the 
Commission acquires land in the Dis-

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trict by negotiation or condemnation, 
and conducts planning in order to pro- 
vide the setting for a co-ordinated pro- 
gram including the care of the sick, 
the education of physicians, dentists, 
pharmacists, nurses and_ technicians, 
and the development of research. The 
Commission, however, has no part in 
the internal management of any of 
the institutions in the District. 


Hospital Facilities 


Within the District there are five 
hospitals: Cook County Hospital with 
3,400 beds; University of Illinois Re- 
search and Educational Hospitals, 750 
beds; Veterans Administration, 500 
beds; Presbyterian-St. Luke’s, 450 beds, 
and Chicago-State Tuberculosis Sani- 
tarium, 500 beds; a total of 5,600 beds. 
This will be increased to 6,600 beds by 
the new 550-bed pavilion of Presbyteri- 
an-St. Luke’s and a 450-bed Psychiatric 
Research Institute Hospital, both of 
which are nearing completion. 

Last year these five hospitals admit- 
ted more than 120,000 bed patients, 
and the visits to their outpatient clinics 
exceeded 702,000. In one year 21,492 
babies were born in three of these hos- 
pitals—a greater number than the en- 
tire population of Wheaton. 

Hospitals and professional schools in 
the District are staffed by 2,547 doc- 
tors and 2,027 nurses. 


Professional Schools 


In Illinois there are five medical 
schools and three dental schools, all in 
Chicago. Three of the medical schools 
and two of the dental schools are in 
the Medical Center District. These are: 
University of Illinois College of Medi- 
cine, with an enrollment of 674 under- 
graduates and 115 in the - graduate 
school; Stritch School of Medicine of 
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Loyola University, 336 students; the 
Chicago Medical School, 277 students; 
Loyola University School of Dentistry, 
362 students; and the University of II- 
linois College of Dentistry, 306. 

Here also are three schools of nurs- 
ing: Cook County, Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s, and the University of Illinois, 
with an aggregate enrollment of 759 
students. 

The College of Pharmacy of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, with 448 students, al- 
so in the District, is the only school of 
pharmacy in the State. 

Combined enrollment in these pro- 
fessional schools is 3,277 students. 

Another institution, unique in medi- 
cal education, is the Cook County 
Graduate School of Medicine. This is 
a non-profit school which provides spe- 
cial intensive refresher courses, rang- 
ing from two weeks to a year, to prac- 
ticing physicians who come from all 
sections of the United States and from 
foreign countries. During a year, the 
attendance varies from 1,800 to 2,000. 

It is said that of all 165,000 doctors 
practicing in this country, at least one- 
fifth have received part, if not all, of 
their education in the Medical Center 
District, Chicago. 


Bacteriological Laboratory 


An important unit of the District is 
the Bacteriological Laboratory of the 
State Department of Public Health, 
whose principal activities are its diag- 
nostic and sanitation divisions. Work 
in the sanitation section includes exam- 
inations of water and milk specimens; 
vaccines and other biologics are pre- 
pared for prevention and control of 
communicable diseases; sodium fluo- 
ride measuring is done in connection 
with prevention of tooth decay; and 
tests are made of lactobacillus counts. 

Starting in 1950 an intensive pro- 
gram of construction got under way, 














and during the years 1951 through 1957 
sixteen major buildings were complet- 
ed. These projects, including equip- 
ment, represent an over-all investment 
of about $75 million, all financed by

Also completed was a two-story addi- 
tion to Presbyterian’s Rawson Build- 
ing. 

Cook County Hospital has pursued 
an intensive $5 million program of 
plant improvement during the last 
three years. Of special importance is 
the new central diagnostic X-ray de- 
partment, completed at a cost of $1 
million, and considered the finest in 
the United States. An artery bank was 
established in the Durand Laboratory, 
and extensive remodeling was carried 
out. 

To move public and private vehicles 
into and out of the District rapidly, the 
Congress Expressway had been near- 
ly completed — starting on the lake 
front and extending 614 miles west. 
Located on the northern border of the 
District, it will eventually make the 
District easily accessible to all east- 
west parts of Chicago, and its public 
transportation facilities will connect 
with all parts of the city. 


Rapid Development 


With increasing momentum, the de- 
velopment program continues. Land is 
acquired and slum_ buildings are 
cleared to prepare sites for new medi- 
cal projects. Contributing to this im- 
petus was the consolidation of Presby- 
terian and St. Luke’s hospitals effective 
a year and a half ago. 

Instead of providing custodial care, 
the new Illinois Psychiatric Institute 
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Hospital will have a high discharge 
rate. Its underlying purpose is to pro- 
vide material and facilities for research 
and teaching of psychiatrists, psycholo- 
gists, and psychiatric nurses. Plans call 
for three separate staffs: one for care 
and treatment, one for research, and 
one for teaching. 

Construction is now proceeding on 
the new headquarters building for the 
National Society for Crippled Children 
and Adults. Occupying a site near the 
center of the District, this institution 
will be within easy access of all hos- 
pitals and schools. The building will 
also be completed this year. 


New Projects Planned 


The large rectangle bounded by 
Polk and Taylor streets and Ashland 
and Damen avenues has been ear- 
marked by the Medical Center Com- 
mission for the future expansion of 
the University of Illinois. The area im- 
mediately south, between Taylor Street 
and Roosevelt Road, from Ashland 
Avenue to Leavitt Street, is allocated 
for later projects of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. 

This Department is ready to proceed 
with construction of another institu- 
tion for psychiatric care, research and 
education—a $514 million, 600-bed hos- 
pital for mentally ill children. Build- 
ing operations are to begin this spring 
on a site adjoining that of the Psychiat- 
ric Institute. 

Immediate plans of the University of 
Illinois include a medical research lab- 
oratory to cost $2,050,000. This build- 
ing will be an ultra-modern laboratory 
to supplant the present separated in- 
stallations in which 100 scientists are 
now pursuing research. 

Impressive plans are being complet- 
ed by the Chicago Medical School for 
an 8-story building to cost $6 million, 
as well as a research laboratory. This 

















school, which has outgrown its obsolete 
building at 710 South Wolcott avenue, 
is acquiring a 9-acre site south of Har- 
rison between Hoyne and Damen. 

Chicago Foundlings Home has pur- 
chased a half-block area on Hermitage 
Avenue between Flournoy and Polk 
streets, where a new building is to be 
constructed this year. 

Plans have been drawn for the Union 
Health Service clinic building, sched- 
uled for construction during 1958. 

A new project of much _ promise 
should go a long way toward alleviating 
the acute shortage of nurses. This is 
the Practical Nurse Training program 
established last year by the Chicago 
Board of Education. Now a principal 
feature of the Vocational School curri- 
culum, this course is conducted in 
Cregier School, where enlarged quar- 
ters were constructed for the purpose. 
Present enrollment is 300, and the plans 
are to extend the facilities to meet the 
increasing demand. By taking over 
most of the non-professional work, 
practical nurses will release registered 
nurses for full-time professional duties. 


Cook County Hospital Program 


Cook County Hospital is ready to 
begin an extensive program of mo- 
dernization with the proceeds of a bond 
issue of $12,800,000. Included in this 
schedule are the construction of an 8- 
story outpatient building to cost an es- 
timated $3.5 million. The remainder of 
the funds will be spent on recondition- 
ing the various buildings of the hospital 
group, including the laboratories. 

A recent announcement discloses a 
vast development plan for Presbyteri- 
an-St. Luke’s Hospital: construction of 
a $20 million, 14-story building to re- 
place six of the older units in this in- 
stitution’s group. In addition, three 
projects are planned for later construc- 
tion: a professional building ($3,400,- 


000), an employes’ apartment building 
($2,300,000), and a new wing ($300,- 
000) to the recently built School of 
Nursing. A kitchen and cafeteria build- 
ing now nearing completion will cost 
$983,000. 

The most recent allocation of prop- 
erty in the District has been made to 
Loyola University School of Dentistry 
which plans to build a $3,000,000 den- 
tal school and $1,000,000 housing unit 
on an 8-acre tract bounded by Oakley 
Boulevard, the ‘Expressway, Hoyne 
Avenue, and Harrison Street. 


Meaning of the District 


The Medical Center District is a 
mecca of the healing arts. ‘Thousands 
of patients receive treatment here every 
day. Students come here from all over 
the world to learn from the most emi- 
nent instructors in the world, and to 
gain professional experience in the Dis- 
trict’s clinics, wards, and laboratories. 

Opinions vary concerning the na- 
tion’s supply of professional personnel, 
but authorities agree that this country 
needs far more dentists, physicians, 
nurses, hygienists, and technicians than 
are being produced. They also agree 
that we need better trained graduates 
in all categories. 

Some observers believe that in spite 
of the growth of medical and dental 
schools, and of better equipment, im- 
proved drugs and methods of practice, 
there is room in the United States for 
several thousand more persons in these 
professional fields. The brightest pro- 
mise of providing for the nation’s fu- 
ture requirements of dental and medi- 
cal education—in both quantity and 
quality—is the development of medical 
centers. 

Illinois may well be proud of having 
the world’s foremost concentration of 
medical attainments in the Medical 
Center District, Chicago.

You, the officers and Executive Coun- 
cil, have been most cooperative and 
have given unstintingly of your time 
and efforts to make my term successful. 
For this, | am deeply grateful to each 
of you. Many things have been accom- 
plished. Time passing too quickly and 
my own inadequacy have delayed other 
progress. More and better progress will 
be made in the months and years ahead. 

During the past year we have en- 
deavored to bring the parent Society 
into closer harmony with our com- 
ponent societies and the “grass roots.” 
This, 1 believe, has been very success- 
ful. I have visited many components 
and districts and believe our relation- 
ship and the understanding of our 
mutual problems has never been better. 
The Component Officers Conference 
contributed a great deal to this, and I 
hope it will become an annual affair. 

The request for a special assessment 
has been accomplished and the Joint 
Commission on Legislation and Law 
Enforcement has been made a perma- 
nent one. It is functioning very well 
under the leadership of Bob Pollock, 
and this whole project is under one 
united effort. 

Progress has been made, but circum- 
stances have postponed the program on 
accreditation of dental laboratories. 
The Prosthetic Dental Service Com- 


mittee is working on this important 
problem. Our friends, the ethical la- 
boratories should be thanked for their 
cooperation in this project. 





PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 


Executive Council Session e 


January 15, 1958 


Our legislative endeavors have been 
successful, due largely to the able 
guidance of the Public Policy Commit- 
tee and the cooperation of the legisla- 
tive contact men and the membership 
as a whole. House Bill 1027 was killed 
in committee, favorable legislation on 
Blue Shield was enacted, and unfavor- 
able legislation on fluoridation and 
taxes was defeated. 

The Public Welfare Fee Schedule 
was finally adopted. More work needs 
to be done in this department, and I 
am sure it will be done at your direc- 
tion through the capable committee 
work of George Thoma and: his men. 

The Finance and Planning Commit- 
tee is functioning very well, and I am 
sure it will continue to do so even 
though Chairman Carl Madda, who has 
done such a fine job, passes the job on 
to another. 

The Council on Dental Health has 
done an outstanding piece of work this 
year. The conference they held was very 
well received by the participants, and 
I am sure it will be even better next 
year. 

The hiring of a full time secretary 
has been accomplished, and I know you 
will be happy with this arrangement. 
Secretary Paul W. Clopper will assume 
these full time duties on February 1, 
1958. 

An exceptionally fine annual meeting 
was held in 1957, and we have finished 
the year in the black. 

None of these could: have been ac- 
complished without your cooperation 
and support. I thank each and every 
one of you who contributed so much. 


Recommendations 


It is my privilege and duty in leaving 
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office to suggest some recommendations 
for your consideration and study. 


1. A committee of the council, or oth- 
er duly appointed committee, should 
be appointed to study and revise our 
Constitution and Bylaws. I would sug- 
gest a rotating membership of a com- 
mittee of the Council—this to be a per- 
manent committee and a working one. 
Certainly this is urgent as the Consti- 
tution and Bylaws need to be modern- 
ized and brought up to date. 


2. Following the same line of reason- 
ing, the functions of the standing and 
special committees need to be revised 
and studied, eliminating duplication 
and overlapping. The Secretary has 
given much thought to this and has a 
recommendation for you. 


3. Establish a committee of the coun- 
cil to act as a public relations body. 
This committee should gather perti- 
nent information on public and dental 
health activities throughout the State; 
activities of the component societies, 
as well as the parent Society, regarding 
work being done in schools, P.T.A.’s 
and all matters relating to public and 
dental health where our Society or its 
members have made favorable contri- 
butions to the public. This information 
should be given the publicity it de- 
serves. 

The Council on Dental Health could 
possibly cooperate in gathering this 
information to be passed on to the 
public and to the members of the legis- 
lature, stressing the service being 
rendered free to the people of Illinois 
by organized dentistry. This would help 
to combat quacks and charlatans who 
prey on the public. We especially need 
to maintain favorable relations with 
our legislators and legislature. 


4. Open the Dental Practice Act and 
take the initiative in strengthening our 
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position as a health profession. Con- 
sider re-registration of dentists, work 
orders, etc. This is already being con- 
sidered and studied by the Public Poli- 
cy Committee, and I urge you to sup- 
port Jim Donelan and his committee in 
their efforts. 


5. The Group Dental Health Care 
Committee needs to be re-activated. I 
am sorry to say it is at present apparent- 
ly inactive. There is much to be done 
in this field. We must be prepared to 
advise and take care of any group that 
wishes dental health care or guidance 
in the matter. I believe Dr. Tankersley 
has some new business to discuss under 
this heading. 


6. Even though we are finishing in 
the black this year, we are constantly 
pruning our budget and curtailing com- 
mittee work and the expanding needs 
of our Society. We could give our mem- 
bership much better service and many 
more advantages if we but had the 
means to finance the needs that present 
themselves. I recommend, therefore, 
that serious consideration be given to 
planning a raise in dues in the near 
future. 


7. At the last A.D.A. meeting in 
Miami, the Woman’s Auxiliary to the 
American Dental Association was given 
permission to proceed with its or- 
ganization. Since Illinois has no auxili- 
ary, | recommended that the executive 
council give serious consideration to 
the formation of a Woman’s Auxiliary 
to the Illinois State Dental Society and 
suggest that those women now belong- 
ing to component auxiliaries in the 
State of Illinois be given the oppor- 
tunity to meet at the annual meeting 
and discuss the possibilities of organiz- 
ing a state auxiliary. 

I realize that there will be many 
problems connected with this endeavor 
and feel that each component auxiliary 
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has capable women who will be a great 
help in setting up such a meeting. 
Other interested women should be con- 
tacted, even though they are not at 
present members of component aux- 
iliaries. 


8. We have members who have be- 
longed to our Society for forty or more 
years, but who through some mis- 
fortune have had a lapse in continuous 
membership and are, therefore, not 
eligible to become life members. To 
correct this situation I recommend that 
the eligibility requirements be made to 
conform with those of the A.D.A. This 
increases the number of required years, 
but removes the required number of 
consecutive years. 


9. Because of the valuable experience 
and service that they can render, due 
to their experience, I recommend that 
past officers and councilmen be con- 
sidered for appointments and commit- 
tee functions. One such person on cer- 
tain committees or assignments could 
prove very helpful to less experienced 
men. 


10. I recommend that the Executive 


Council request the Constitution and 
Bylaws Committee to change Article

John E. Zur was an invited guest. 
Dr. Zur presented a report on the 


recent amendment of the Social Secu- 
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rity Act which provides for Federal 
matching funds for medical care for 
recipients of public assistance. 

After receiving the report, motion 
carried that the chairman of the Public 
Welfare Committee be authorized to 
collaborate with Dr. Zur in investigat- 
ing the Social Security Act, as amended, 
to provide for Federal matching funds 
for medical care for recipients of 
public assistance in these four cate- 
gories: (1) old age assistance; (2) aid 
to permanently and totally disabled; 
(3) aid to dependent children; and (4) 
public assistance to needy blind. Dr. 
Thoma is to make a report of their in- 
vestigation to the Executive Council in 
January. 

Motion carried that the Committee 
approve the moving of the ILuiNoIs 
DENTAL JOURNAL office from 6355 N. 
Broadway to 1757 W. Harrison Street, 
Chicago. 

Motion carried that the budget set 
up for the Annual Component Officers 
Conference remain at $650.00. 

The Editor was authorized to pub- 
lish the present Constitution and By- 
laws, with amendments, in the JOURNAL 
and have 200 reprints made at the 
earliest possible time.

The Public Policy chairman was 
authorized to consult with appropriate 
authorities and attorneys regarding a 
contemplated revision of the Dental 
Practice Act and an outline of such 
proposed revision be presented to the 
Executive Council in January. 

The Secretary read correspondence 
from the Chicago Dental Society rela- 
tive to the post card recently mailed 
to all members calling attention to 
the Code of Ethics. 

The Secretary was instructed to 
write to Mr. Karl Richardson asking 
him to answer the letters explaining 
that the addition to the Code of Ethics 
was published in the ILLINoIs DENTAL 
JourNaL when it was first proposed and 
again after it was accepted by the 
general body at the 1957 Annual 
Meeting. This addition was recom- 
mended by the Executive Council in 
view of the growing illegal dental prac- 
tice throughout the State and because 
it was felt to be for the protection of 
the dentist and the welfare of the pa- 
tient. 

It was suggested that Mr. Richard- 
son suggest to the correspondent that 
in case of an emergency the patient be 
referred to another dentist and not to 
the laboratory.

Dr. Madda, chairman of the 1958 
Program Committee, presented a brief 
outline of the proposed program 
schedule for the annual meeting. The 
proposed plans of the Program Com- 
mittee were approved.

Executive Council Meeting @ January 15, 1958 


The Executive Council was called to 
order by President C. F. Isenberger at 
at 9:00 a.m., Wednesday, January 15, 
1958 in Parlor D of the Hotel Pere 
Marquette, Peoria.

The Secretary presented his report. 


Motion carried that the report be re- 
ceived. 


Motion carried that the Council ap- 
prove the present method used by the 
Secretary’s office in regard to procedure 
followed on suspension and expulsion 
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of members by their component so- 
cieties. 

The Treasurer presented a short re- 
port and called attention to the Audit 
Report submitted to the Council. Mo- 


tion carried that the Treasurer’s re-. 


port be received. 

The Editor read his report and pre- 
sented some suggestions regarding fu- 
ture policy of the JouRNAL. The report 
was received with commendation. 

Motion carried that the suggestions 
of the Editor be referred to the Finance 
and Planning Committee for further 
consideration. 

Dr. Pollock presented the Committee 
on Committees’ report. Upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Committee, Dr. 
Harry H. Kazen was appointed to the 
Ad Interim Committee in place of Dr. 
Willard R. Johnson. 

The list of Delegates and Alternates 
for the 1958 A.D.A. meeting was pre- 
sented. On motion seconded and 
carried the recommendations were 
adopted. 

The list of special committee ap- 
pointees was presented for 1958. Mo- 
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tion carried that the appointments be 
approved. 

Dr. Carl J. Madda presented the 
report of the Finance and Planning 
Committee. The report on the four 
meetings of the Committee was thor- 
oughly discussed. 

In discussion of the matters referred 
to the Council by the Finance and 
Planning Committee, motion carried 
that the suggestions of the Secretary 
in regard to revision of the Constitu- 
tion and Bylaws be received with 
commendation. 

The Council. approved the selection 
of the Jefferson Trust and Savings 
Bank for the account of the special 
assessment fund. 

The Council approved the contract 
with Dr. Clopper to assume the full 
time duties of secretary. 

Motion carried that the Society’s 
copy of the contract be kept in the safe 
deposit box. 

Motion carried that the idea of a 
“Dentist of the Year” be further in- 
vestigated and perhaps tried at an 
annual meeting in a coming year. 

The Program Committee was au- 
thorized to distribute program inserts 
to supply houses for enclosure in their 
statements to dentist customers in 
March and April. 

The request from the Program Di- 
rector for a separate bank account in 
his name for his use in law enforcement 
investigations was discussed. Dr. Pol- 
lock explained that the Joint Commis- 
sion on Legislation and Law Enforce- 
ment recommended an account of 
$600.00. 

Motion carried unanimously that the 
Joint Commission be authorized to 
establish an operating fund, not to ex- 
ceed $600.00, at an appropriate bank 
to be used by the Program Director 
with report to be made by him through 
proper channels; and that funds be 
deposited at intervals to keep a $600.00 
balance in this account. 








The Secretary read the progress re- 
port of the Local Arrangements Com- 


) mittee. 


Dr. Madda presented a supplemen- 
tary report for the Program Committee, 
giving a brief outline of the program 
for the 1958 annual meeting. 

Dr. Lloyd H. Dodd, chairman of the 
Prosthetic Dental Service Committee, 
reported briefly on the three meetings 
of the Committee and one special meet- 
ing the Committee had with the So- 
ciety attorney. 

The Joint Policy Committee sub- 
mitted its accreditation program to the 
parent committee in November. A 
special meeting of the Committee was 
held to go over the program with At- 
torney Porter. Mr. Porter, upon ex- 
amination of the program, discovered 
a number of provisions which in his 
opinion might be unreasonable within 
the meaning of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act. In his summary of the pro- 
gram he states: 

“We might suggest that there are 
two basic ideas which we _ believe 
should receive first consideration. ‘The 
first is whether or not the Illinois State 
Dental Society wishes to enter into an 
arrangement for a program which con- 
tains within its structure restraints on 
certain members of the dental labora- 
tory craft which could very well be 
interpreted as being unreasonable with- 
in the meaning of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act. Secondly, does the Illinois 
State Dental Society desire to approve 
the establishment of a board or agency 
which would have authority to deter- 
mine policies, the primary responsi- 
bility for which would be that of the 
Society, and yet have that board or 
agency composed 50° of non dentists. 
If the two issues mentioned above are 
resolved in favor of going ahead with 
the suggested program, then considera- 
tion should be given to the incon- 
sistencies and other detailed problems 
mentioned above. At least we hope 
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that our comments will provoke some 
careful thinking and serious considera- 
tion by the officers and committee 
representatives of the Illinois State 
Dental Society.” 

After the meeting with Mr. Porter, 
the Joint Policy Committee met again 
to revise its program to conform with 
Mr. Porter’s suggestions. 

The report was accepted with com- 
mendation. 

Dr. Fisher read the report of the 
Joint Policy Committee. (See report 
page 186. 

Dr. Fisher went on to say how tragic 
it would be if the dental profession 
could not continue the liaison and 
good. feeling engendered between the 
laboratory craft and the Society within 
the past few years while working on 
the accreditation program. He stated 
the independent laboratory group at 
the present time is developing into a 
national organization and the profes- 
sion should do everything possible to 
combat this situation. He asked that 
the brief outline submitted be accepted 
in principle, so that the Committee 
could continue its work along those 
lines and submit a final program at 
the May Council Meeting. 

Motion carried that the report be 
accepted with commendation. 

Motion carried that the Executive 
Council send a letter to the members 
of the Joint Policy Committee thank- 
ing them for the amount of work and 
time spent on an accreditation pro- 
gram. 

Motion carried that the work on this 
accreditation program be continued 
under the Prosthetic Dental Service 
Committee, with Dr. Dodd as chair- 
man. 

The report of the Council on Dental 
Heath was received. 

Motion carried that the resolution 
presented by the Council on Dental 
Health be received and action deferred 
until the chairman’s appearance be- 
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fore the new Council on Thursday. 

Motion carried that the recommen- 
dation to request a larger appropria- 
tion for the pilot study of remedial 
dental care be approved. 

The recommendation to request the 
Department of Public Health to re- 
quest a subsidy for Public Health Den- 
tists was referred to the new Council. 

The meeting recessed at 12:30 p.m., 
to reconvene at 1:45 p.m. 


The Council was called to order at 
1:50 p.m. 

The Secretary read the report of the 
Insurance Committee and _ presented 
Mr. D. W. Aleshire of Parker, Aleshire 
& Company, who explained the new 
Group Major Medical Expense Policy 
which was submitted to the Council for 
its approval. 

Mr. Aleshire explained this policy 
could be put into effect upon receipt 
of fifty acceptable applications. Upon 
participation of 50% of the Society all 
applicants would be accepted and the 
underwriting waived. 

Motion carried that the report be 
received. 

After further discussion of the group 
policy, motion carried that the Council 
approve the recommendation of the 
Insurance Committee and authorize 
Parker, Aleshire & Company to put 
into effect the American Plan of 
Custom Built Group Insurance pre- 
sented by the American Casualty Com- 
pany of Reading, Pennsylvania. 

The attention of the Council was 
directed to the proposed budget for 
1958, which had been deferred until 
the afternoon session. The Secretary 
stated that the auditor had suggested 
the Society set up an equipment re- 
placement fund of $500.00. 

Motion carried that the contingen- 
cies account be lowered from $1,850.00 
to $1,350.00 and an equipment replace- 
ment account of $500.00 be established.

It was recommended by the Com- 
mission that the Student Liaison Com- 
mittee be requested to contact the 
deans of the three dental colleges in 
Illinois, requesting permission to talk 
to the senior students each year on the 
subject “The Proper Relationship be- 
tween the Dentist and his Laboratory 
Technician.” This talk should include 
the state laws and penalties for failure 
to comply with them fully. 

The Commission also recommended 
that a special letter be sent to the IIli- 
nois Dental Laboratory Association 
thanking them for their cooperation in 
the field of law enforcement and ex- 
pressing a hope that they will see 
their way clear to continue this ac- 
tivity. 

Motion carried that the Council con- 
cur in both recommendations of the 
Joint Commission. 

The Secretary read the report of the 
Judicial Committee and explained the 
background of the appeal from sus- 
pension of a member of the Chicago 
component. Report received. 

Motion carried that the Council con- 
cur in the recommendation of the Ju- 
dicial Committee and instruct the 


Secretary to return the case to the 

Board of Directors of the Chicago Den- 

tal Society for further consideration. 
Dr. James Donelan, chairman of the 





Public Policy Committee, presented his 
report. He commented that there were 
two points which should be stressed 
if the Dental Practice Act is reopened. 
First, written work orders should be 
required; second, the wording which 
limits the manner in which labora- 
tories may advertise should be 
strengthened. 

He mentioned a bill recently signed 
by the Governor, H.B. 911, having to 
do with money appropriated for the 
common school fund. Absences from 
school for dental appointments are not 
excused absences according to this bill. 
He suggested some legislation should 
be presented to the next legislature to 
take care of this situation. 

The report was received with com- 
mendation. 

Motion carried that the Public Poli- 
cy Committee be instructed to prepare 
material for the possible change of the 
Dental Practice Act to be presented to 
the Executive Council in May. 

President Isenberger presented the 
A.D.A. Trustee, Dr. Robert J. Wells. 
He discussed the youth science fairs 
taking place throughout the country 
and mentioned that he felt dentistry 
should take part in such affairs; den- 
tistry should present itself to the high 
school students. He also presented the 
latest information on the Jenkins- 
Keogh Bill which is supported by the 
A.D.A. 

He then discussed the Forand Bill, 
H.R. 9467. This is a bill in regard to 
changing certain social security bene- 
fits. The American Medical Association 
has gone on record as being against the 
Bill. 

Motion carried that discussion of the 
Forand Bill be referred to the new 
Council. 

The Secretary read the report of the 
Centennial Planning Committee. Mo- 
tion carried that the progress report 
of the committee be received. 

The attention of the Council was 
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called to the Audit Report which had 
been deferred until the afternoon ses- 
sion. The Treasurer explained that 
some of the bonds in question were not 
redeemable at full value until after 
maturity date. 

Motion carried that the Audit Re- 
port be received. 

Motion carried that the minutes of 
the January 15, 1958 Executive Council 
be accepted, as approved by the Presi- 
dent and Secretary, for publication in 
the official transactions of the Society. 

President Isenberger addressed the 
Council and presented several recom- 
mendations. The President’s recom- 
mendations were referred to the new 
Council. 


SECRETARY'S REPORT « 


The 1957 Membership Report is be- 
fore you and shows 5251 members. As 
of January 1, 1958 we have 39 new life 
members and 54 new fellow members. 
There were 20 fifty year members hon- 
ored in 1957. 

Being a legislative year, the Public 
Policy and Legislative Liaison Com- 
mittees as well as a very large segment 
of the members were very busy in 1957 
fostering or combating legislation per- 
taining to the dental health of the pub- 
lic, and I am happy to state that the 
Society’s interest in a number of bills 
fared very well. Illegal dental practice, 
fluoridation of communal water sup- 
plies, x-ray registration, narcotic laws, 
and Blue Shield participation by den- 
tists are some of the matters of interest 
to the profession being dealt with by 
these committees. 

The Central Office conducted a sur- 
vey of non-members of the Society 
within the State with a view of bringing 
into our organization those dentists 
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The Council recessed at 5:00 p.m. for 
dinner.

After dinner the Council recon- 
vened; all officers and councilmen were 
present. Dr. Isenberger presented cer- 
tificates expressing appreciation of 
their services to all retiring officers 
and councilmen. He then installed the 
new officers and Council members.

who were eligible. Much information 
was received from the components by 
this survey, which has assisted in clear- 
ing our membership roster. 

Another survey was carried on to as- 
certain the cost of buying dentistry in 
Illinois. There were 5,038 question- 
naires mailed to the entire active mem- 
bership and 1,721 were returned, being 
a little over 32%. The tabulation is be- 
ing made at the present time by the 
A.D.A. Bureau of Economic Research 
and Statistics and a report is anticipat- 
ed late in February. This survey will be 
of great value in meeting with organ- 
izations requesting dental care for their 
members. It will also give us informa- 
tion substantiating fees for the Veter- 
ans Administration, Public Aid, dental 
care for military dependents, and other 
tax spending bodies. 

A great deal of time has been spent 
by the Joint Commission on Legisla- 
tion and Law Enforcement and the 
Joint Policy Committee this past year 














in planning toward the elimination of 
the illegal practice of dentistry. These 
committees are hopeful of concrete re- 
sults in 1958. 

It has been recommended that a 
thorough study toward revision of the 
Constitution and Bylaws of the Illi- 
nois State Dental Society be undertak- 
en. This is a matter of great impor- 
tance in order to streamline this instru- 
ment for more effective operation. You 
have all received a copy of some sug- 
gestions I set down toward this aim. 
Definite rulings should be set forth for 
the operation of each committee, as to 
its duties and the type of progress re- 
ports to be made, with the Central Of- 
fice kept informed at all times of all 
committee activities. 

In the case of suspensions and expul- 
sions of members by components, a de- 
finite ruling should be made as to the 
State Society procedure, particularly 
where insurance problems result. At 
present, when the Central Office is no- 
tified of expulsion, the member’s name 
is dropped from the mailing list and 
necessary notations are made on the 
member’s card and the member is 
dropped. The same procedure is fol- 
lowed for the term of suspension, with 
the exception of dropping the member. 
However a member, in both cases, has 
90 days in which to appeal the deci- 
sion of the component. No notification 
is made to the State group insurance 
carrier, therefore, due to a possible li- 
ability during such suspension, which 
generally runs from 6 to 12 months. In 
case of expulsion, the insurance carrier 
is notified only after 90 days, due to the 
recent action of the A.D.A. House of 
Delegates in amending Chapter 1, Sec- 
tion 40 of the Bylaws having to do with 
judicial procedures. 
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I recommend the Executive 
Council take official action in approv- 
ing the present procedures or suggest 
alternate procedures. 

The Illinois delegation was 100% 
represented at each session of the re- 
cent A.D.A. meeting with a very high 
percentage of alternates attending all 
sessions. Illinois again took an active 
part in the meetings of the House and 
received appointments to reference 
committees and new appointments and 
reappointments to the councils. 

The 1958 dues are arriving in the 
usual manner and a fair number of 
life members are paying the assessment. 
The assessment returns are being placed 
in a special bank account and will be 
used only for legislation and law en- 
forcement. One donation of $100.00 
has already been received from an ethi- 
cal laboratory out of appreciation for 
the assistance already given to that lo- 
cality by the Joint Commission on Leg- 
islation and Law Enforcement. 

Again I would like to stress the im- 
portance of close liaison between each 
councilman and his District. Such co- 
operation will make for better service 
to our members and matters misunder- 
stood at the local level can be better 
explained. I suggest that each council- 
man attend at least one meeting of 
each of his components each year and 
present a short address. This routine 
will acquaint the councilman with his 
constituents and make for a closer knit 
and more understanding membership. 

In closing I wish to thank the offi- 
cers, councilmen, the central office and 
JourNav staffs and a host of members 
throughout the State, who so unselfish- 
ly gave their time in assisting in the af- 
fairs of the Society in 1957.

EDITOR'S REPORT - 


The following report will be repiti- 
tous in part for some of the veteran of- 
ficers and councilmen but fresh to the 
new members. 

The procedure for getting together 
and then printing a monthly journal is 
about as follows. All of the staff work 
is done in the Chicago office; that office 
is now at a new location, 1757 W. Har- 
rison Street. Material from authors, ad- 
vertisers, component societies, associate 
editors, and other current news sources 
is accumulated, sorted, separated and 
edited. The printer sets the material in 
type and submits galley proofs to the 
JournaL office. These are proofread, 
pasted into dummy form, and _ resub- 
mitted to the printer. He makes up the 
page proofs which are proofread and 
submitted to the printer. Final correc- 
tions are made by him and the JouRNAL 
printed. 

Currently our circulation varies be- 
tween 5,700 and 6,000 magazines a 
month. The mailing envelopes are ad- 
dressed by the Secretary’s office in Pe- 
oria and forwarded to the printer. He 
stuffs them, trucks the issue to La- 
Grange, and they are mailed out under 
our second class mailing permit. 

This year we have added some new 
members to our staff: Drs. Robert L. 
Kreiner, Paul Topel, and W. Philip 
Phair as associate editors. Dr. Kreiner 
writes the new monthly column, “Let’s 
Take A Minute,” which has great read- 
er interest. Dr. Topel is a special hobby 
editor and will also contributes his 
talent as a photographer. Dr. Phair 
will take on special writing assign- 
ments. 

Dr. Walter Winter is new compo- 
nents editor; he has assumed the duty 
of gathering more and better news from 
the component society editors. It is also 
a part of his job to look for sources of 
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special articles in the components. Dr. 
Donald C. Lemon is the new head of 
the circulation and publication office 
in LaGrange. 

The past year has been a successful 
one both from the journalistic and ad- 
vertising standpoint. A new printing 
feature was the use of color for certain 
headlines, illustrations, etc. This has 
dressed up the looks of our JOURNAL 
and given it greater reader appeal. 

Revenue from advertising and other 
sources has been higher in the past 
year than in any other year in the his- 
tory of the JouRNAL. We probably will 
be about $6,000.00 over last year’s fi- 
gure. This is due to color advertising 
and to our reprint service to advertis- 
ers, authors, etc. 

We would like to thank Miss Acker- 
mann of the staff, President Clifford 
F. Isenberger, Secretary Paul Clopper, 
Miss Sadie Alloway and Miss Joanne 
Caron, and others all who helped us 
publish the JourNAL in 1957. 

At the time of the Annual Council 
Meeting, I would like to verbally dis- 
cuss some points of future JOURNAL 
policy with the Council as follows: 


1.Could and should the JouRNAL 
explore the possibility of securing 
the services of a half-time steno- 
grapher to relieve Miss Acker- 
mann of certain typing and rou- 
tine duties, so that she could at- 
tempt to secure more advertising. 


2. Should the JourNAL cut-budget be 
increased, so that we could use 
more pictures in the JOURNAL? 

3.1f point 2 is possible, we might 
run some articles, for example, 
about the component societies with 
pictures of officers, meetings, etc.

Standing Committees 


Council on Dental Health 


A breakfast sponsored by the Coun- 
cil on Dental Health was held in the 
Carrousel Room of the Pere Marquette 
Hotel during our annual meeting on 
Tuesday, May 14. Dr. John Zur, depu- 
ty director of the Dental Division of 
the Illinois Department of Public 
Health; Mr. B. K. Richardson, senior 
administrative officer of the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Health; and Miss 
Claire Danziger of the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Information of the A.D.A. were the 
speakers at this breakfast, which was 
attended by forty-five members of the 
Society. 

At our 1958 annual meeting in 
Springfield, your Council is planning to 
sponsor a breakfast at which atten- 
dance will be limited to the president 
and chairman of the Council on Dental 
Health in component societies. The 
purpose of this meeting is to encourage 
more and better dental health pro- 
grams through discussing local prob- 
lems. A letter has been mailed to the 
president of each component announc- 
ing this breakfast, stating our purpose, 
and asking him to inform me whether 
or not they would be able to attend. 
The success of this meeting will depend 
on attendance and interest shown. 

The fifth annual meeting of the As- 
sociation of Members of County and 
Multiple-County Boards of Health was 
held in the Abraham Lincoln Hotel in 
Springfield on Monday, September 23, 
1957. 

Dental health had not been included 
in the program until this year. Having 
been elected president for 1957, one 
hour of the program was devoted to a 
panel discussion on dental health pro- 
grams. I gave a report on “Dental 
Health Programs Conducted through 





Health Departments.” Dr. John Zur 
spoke on “The Role of the Department 
of Public Health in Assisting Dental 
Health Programs of Local Health De- 
partments.” Dr. Harold McIntyre, di- 
rector of the Dental Department of the 
Peoria County Health Department, 
gave a talk on “The Histery and Opera- 
tion of a Successful Dental Health Pro- 
gram.” The discussions and questions 
following these talks were gratifying 
and we expect to have dental health in- 
cluded in the program for future meet- 
ings. 

The Illinois Department of Public 
Health, through the Dental Division, 
will furnish $2,400.00 to 12 members 
of the Illinois State Dental Society to 
attend a postgraduate course in dentist- 
ry for children to be conducted by the 
University of Illinois College of Den- 
tistry from March 29 to April 4, 1958. 
The members chosen by the Council 
on Dental Health will be practitioners 
from an area where a pedodontist is 
needed and who are interested in ren- 
dering dental care to children. 


A pilot study on dental care for 
underprivileged children is being con- 
ducted in Franklin, Jackson, Alexan- 
der, and Pulaski counties in Southern 
Illinois by funds made available 
through the Dental Division of the Illi- 
nois Department of Public Health. Su- 
pervising this program is Dr. Guy W. 
Lambert, member of the Council on 
Dental Health; Dr. C. L. Friend, reg- 
ional dental consultant of the Division 
of Dental Health; and the chairman of 
the Council on Dental Health in the 
local component society. 


The purpose of this study: 
1. To determine the possibility of a

service program to raise the level 
of dental care in the community. 


2. To determine the extent of inter- 
est of the community and local 
dentists in providing dental care 
for eligible children. 


3.'To demonstrate to patients and 
the community the value of dental 
care. 


The eligible children are rendered den- 
tal service in the office of members who 
have consented to participate on a fee 
basis from the funds available for this 
study. 

Sixty-two children from the ages of 
4 to 15 have been examined and the 
average fee for each child is $51.24. 
$3,177.00 has been set aside to pay for 
services rendered these children. 

The program has been progressing 
quite well. Because of the interest 
shown by participating dentists, re- 
quests from dentists in adjacent coun- 
ties who desire to be included in the 
program, have been received. 

Dr. John Zur, deputy director of the 
Dental Division, Illinois Department of 
Public Health, has requested the Coun- 
cil on Dental Health to ask the Execu- 
tive Council to encourage the Depart- 
ment of Public Health to request of 
the State Legislature a larger appropri- 
ation, so that the Dental Health Di- 
vision may carry out this pilot study 
of remedial dental care in more coun- 
ties during the next three years and to 
offer to assist the Department in ap- 
pealing to the State Legislature for the 
additional funds, if necessary. 


Another phase of dental public 
health which is in need of assistance is 
the dental programs in full-time coun- 
ty health departments. At present only 
four full-time county health depart- 
ments, exclusive of Cook County, now 
have a full-time staff dentist. Three 
county health departments have part- 
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time dentists. The remaining county 
health departments do not have dental 
personnel. 

The reason for losing public health 
dentists is low salaries. Under the pre- 
sent setup the local health departments 
cannot pay the salaries which are re- 
quired to employ and keep the dentists. 
Since some health departments can pay 
perhaps 75% of the required salary, a 
subsidy from the Dental Division to 
bring the salary to a practical and rea- 
sonable level would encourage more 
public health dentists in county health 
departments. The cost of such a subsidy 
program would be small, but the bene- 
fits would be great. 

A request has been made that the 
Council on Dental Health approve 
such a plan and request that the Ex- 
ecutive Council ask the Department of 
Public Health to place this plan in 
operation through the Division of Den- 
tal Health. 

The Conference on Dental Health 
held at the Pere Marquette Hotel in 
Peoria on October 2 and 3, 1957 was at- 
tended by sixty-five members of the 
Illinois State Dental Society; every com- 
ponent society, except Decatur, had a 
representative present at some time 
during the meeting. The conclusions 
and recommendations of work shop 
sessions appeared in the November 
issue of the ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL. 

The members of the Council on Den- 
tal Health were well pleased with the 
interest shown by members attending 
and particularly at the summary re- 
ports of work shop sessions Thursday 
morning. We have had many requests 
to hold another conference next fall. 
Recommendations from the Executive 
Council will be appreciated. 

The poster contest which was dis- 
continued in 1951, will be held in 1958. 
A committee of three members of the 
Council on Dental Health was appoint- 
ed to plan this contest—Drs. G. E. Al- 
zeno of Stockton, J. J. Voss of Dixon, 








William Sowle of Rockford, chairman. 

The contest will be held in the six 
downstate districts and Chicago, with 
a member of the Society as chairman in 


each county. The participants will be 
divided in three classifications: 


Division I Grades 1-6 
Division II Grades 7-8 
Division III Grades 9-12 


Full cooperation has been received 
from Vernon L. Nickell, superinten- 
dent of public instruction, State of Il- 
linois; William Bealmer, art depart- 
ment; and Mr. Willis of the Illinois 
High School Association. 

The first place winner in the three 
divisions will be given a $25.00 Savings 
Bond, plus a free trip to the 1958 State 
Fair (including a chaperone). The 
three honorable mention contestants in 
each division will be given suitable 
plaques in recognition of their efforts 
in this contest. The total expense will 
be approximately $225.00. 

The following resolution, adopted 
by members of our Society attending 
the Conference on Dental Health, is 
presented to the Executive Council for 
consideration.

RESOLUTION 
Whereas, the increase in population in 
the United States, including the State 


of Illinois, is surpassing the increase 
in dental manpower, due to limited 
facilities of dental schools, and 

Whereas, this increased population is 
demanding and is entitled to ade- 
quate dental care and attention, and 

Whereas, members of the dental pro- 
fession have reached the point where 
certain aspects of their professional 
activities must be delegated to pro- 
perly trained auxiliary personnel, 
and 

Whereas, in the State of Illinois pre- 
sent educational facilities for such 
auxiliary personnel are highly inade- 
quate, and 

Whereas, properly appointed delegates 
to the Dental Health Conference in 
Peoria, October 2, 1957, represent- 
ing nineteen of the twenty-one com- 
ponents of the Illinois State Dental 
Society were in unanimous agree- 
ment, 

Be it, therefore, resolved, that the Exe- 
cutive Council of the Illinois State 
Dental Society recommend to the 
proper Illinois authorities the for- 
mation of a School of Dental Hy- 
giene at the University of Illinois 
College of Dentistry for the proper 
training of auxiliary dental person- 
nel.

Group Dental Health Care Plans 


As reported earlier, after a confer- 
ence on January 24, 1957, in Spring- 
field, Illinois at the office of Mr. Win- 
ning, counsel for the Society, with Dr. 
Clopper, secretary, and Dr. Donelan, 
chairman of the Public Policy Com- 
mittee, in attendance, Mr. Winning set 
forth in a letter a review of the statutes 
dealing with health service corpora- 


tions. Copies of this letter were mailed 
to all Society officers and committee 
members for study. 

As indicated in this letter, there are 
several possible avenues open for the 
establishment of dental care service 
programs, with the Society aiding in an 
advisory capacity, under existing stat- 
utes. The requirements for such plans. 
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however, would be rather rigid and the 
financial responsibility seemingly ex- 
cessive. 

The alternative of promoting dental 
care service programs under more fav- 
orable conditions and requirements 
would be to seek passage in this next 
session of the legislature of enabling 
legislation for the setting up of a Group 
Dental Care Service Corporation with 
less rigid requirements. The advisabil- 
ity of seeking such legislation at this 
time is questionable, and should only 
be planned after sober discussion and 
serious study, and with approval of 
counsel. 

The rate of expansion of group den- 


tal care programs elsewhere in the 
country has slowed down markedly, 
probably because of pre-occupation of 
union leadership and trustees of union 
health and welfare funds. The near fu- 
ture may see a renewed interest for the 
establishment of group care programs 
by many of the larger and wealthier 
unions. 

It is the purpose of this Committee 
to be prepared to meet this challenge 
and to cooperate with intelligent and 
responsive union leadership, in the de- 
sire to provide an increasingly higher 
standard of dental care to more people.

This is the first year since the Com- 
mittee has been organized that no hos- 
pital has requested approval of the 
American Dental Association’s Com- 
mitte on Hospital Dental Service. 

Several letters have been written in 
answer to questions concerning dental 


intern education, and referred to the 
proper committees for solution. 

A meeting of this Committee is plan- 
ned for the 1958 Illinois State Dental 
Society meeting, at which time an in- 
formative program is being arranged. 

I want to thank the members of this 
Committee for serving with me and 
offering their help at any time.

Insurance 


The Insurance Committee wishes to 
report that the two State Group Insur- 
ance plans (1) hospitalization and (2) 
disability (health and accident) insu- 
rance issued to this Society for the 
membership are at present functioning 
very satisfactorily. 

On authorization of the Council, at 
the last annual meeting, the Committee 
made available to the membership on 
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September 15, 1957, a group accidental 
death, total disability, dismemberment 
and disappearance policy, with cover- 
age of from $5,000 to $300,000 at an 
annual cost of 90 cents per thousand 
underwritten by Lloyd’s of London, 
with Parker, Aleshire & Co. as agents. 

Your Committee made a study of the 
feasibility of a group mal-practice and 
liability insurance policy as instructed 














by the Council and were informed by 
the Illinois State Insurance Department 
that such policies can only be written 
on an individual basis, at rates filed 
with the Department and that no devi- 
ation from that rate can be made ap- 
plicable to any specific group of insur- 
ers. We were informed further that if 
this type group insurance was written 
in other states that approve malprac- 
tice and liability group insurance, by a 
company that is authorized to do busi- 
ness in the State of Illinois, the Depart- 
ment would not approve a solicitation 
by mail in Illinois by such company. 
We, therefore, recommend that this 
type of insurance be left as it has been, 
to individual policies. 

At the request of some of the mem- 


bership the Committee has made a 
careful study of a group major medical 
expense policy, with a $300 to $500 de- 
ductible clause to augment our regular 
health and accident programs in catas- 
trophic cases for the members wishing 
more complete coverage. 

The prospectus submitted by the 
American Casualty Company of Read- 
ing, Pennsylvania, and presented by 
Parker, Aleshire & Co. is self-explana- 
tory. We feel it would give the mem- 
bership the broadest coverage at the 
least cost for this protection and recom- 
mend it to the Council for approval 
and acceptance, that it may be made 
available to the members who desire 
this protection.

Interprofessional Relations 


A report of recent activities of the II- 
linois Interprofessional Council fol- 
lows: 

Letters were addressed to the Gover- 
nor and State legislators making known 
the Council’s opposition to House Bill 
1027, which proposed licensing of so- 
called denturists. 

As a result of deliberations between 
members of the component professions, 
legislative action was instituted by the 
Chiropody Association which resulted 
in the members of the dental and chi- 
ropody professions being allowed to 
participate in the services of the Blue 
Shield organization. Section #32 of 
the Medical Service Plan Corporations 
enabling act reads: 

“Notwithstanding any restrictions or 
provisions above set forth, medical serv- 
ice plan corporations may in their dis- 
cretion, after the effective date of this 
section enter into written agreements 
with chiropodists and dentists licensed 
to practice in this state for their surgi- 





cal services rendered to subscribers and 
their dependents, provided that said 
surgical services would be compensible 
if rendered by physicians licensed to 
practice medicine in all of its branch- 
-.” 

It is recommended that in view of 
this recent legislation that representa- 
tives of our profession confer with the 
officials of Blue Shield organization re- 
garding the scope of our services. 

Apparently the Illinois State Medi- 
cal Society took offense at the legisla- 
tive action instituted by the chiropo- 
dists and withdrew from the Interpro- 
fessional Council. The group is func- 
tioning quite well, however, without 
their participation. 

Efforts are being made to organize 
Interprofessional Councils in the Rock- 
ford, Park Ridge, and Des Plaines areas. 

The Council is now directing helpful 
influence in the appointment of a well 
qualified man to the examining board 
of veterinary medicine. 
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A committee of the State Legislature, 
headed by Senator Peters, was set up to 
hear health and welfare problems 
which confront our professions. 

We are urged to present our prob- 
lems to the committee. This procedure 
will advance the causes of all con- 
cerned. Plans are being formulated for 
the outstanding annual meeting of the 
Council at which we will honor Dr. 
Herbert E. Longenecker, vice-president 
in charge of the professional colleges 
of the University of Illinois. He has

demonstrated great leadership in coor- 
dinating the University facilities and 
resources for the greatest benefit of the 
professions of dentistry, medicine, phar- 
macy, and nursing. 

The dinner will be held Tuesday, 
January 21, 1958, at 6:30 p.m. at the 
Swedish Club, 1258 N. LaSalle Street, 
Chicago. It is hoped that the dental 
profession will be well represented at 
this meeting by a large attendance.

central office of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety, should be given well earned cred- 
it. 

One action of the Legislature this 
year that was not reported, since it has 
little bearing on those practicing den- 
tistry, was the passage of “The Uniform 
Narcotic Drug Act.” This law is to be 
administered by the Division of Nar- 
cotics Control, a Division of the IIli- 
nois Department of Public Safety. It re- 
quired that manufacturers of nar- 
cotic drugs can sell only to authorized 
persons. The one requirement of this 
law that should be known by each den- 
tist in this State is that a specific type 
of prescription form must be used for 
narcotics — “the official prescription 
form,” to be provided by the Division 
of Narcotics. The prescription record 
books must be retained in connection 
with narcotics for two years. Further 
information on this will be found in a 
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forthcoming issue of the JOURNAL. We 
telephoned the State House and talked 
with Mr. Malachi Harney, who is to be 
superintendent of the Narcotics Divi- 
sion, when it is established January 1, 
1958. He said they will not be ready on 
that date and he asked it be reported to 
the Profession of Dentistry that there 
would be a delay. 


The Ad Interim Committee, on Aug- 
ust 14, directed this Chairman “to con- 
sult with appropriate authorities and 
attorneys regarding a contemplated re- 
vision of the Dental Practice Act.” It 
further directed that an outline of such 
proposed revisions be presented to the 
Executive Council in January. We, 
therefore, called a meeting for Novem- 
ber 14 in Chicago. The following men 
were present: Drs. Wallace and Sol- 
fronk, members of this committee; Drs. 
Pollock, Clopper, Ascher Jacobs, Carl 
Greenwald, Leonard Esper; and Messrs. 
Porter, Richardson, and Stephens. Oth- 
er dentists invited, including President 
C. F. Isenberger, could not attend. At 
this meeting we discussed the advis- 
ability of opening the Dental Practice 
Act. 


Another session was held December 
10; the Committee met only with Mr. 
Porter, attorney retained by the State 
Society. After our conference the Com- 
mittee voted unanimously to direct the 
Chairman to recommend to the Execu- 
tive Council that dentistry should enter 
a Bill in the 71st General Assembly to 
amend the Dental Practice Act. We 
now make this recommendation to the 
Council. 


You will note that the Ad Interim 
Committee also directed this Chairman 
to present “an outline of such proposed 
revisions to the Executive Council in 
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January.” This we will do orally at the 
Council meeting. 

The August 20 Ad Interim Commit- 
tee directed this Chairman to confer 
with the Blue Shield Plans throughout 
the State, in working out the routine to 
be followed regarding direct payment 
to dentists. Early in September we tele- 
phoned Mr. Kenneth Clark, director of 
the Rockford Plan and Dr. Percy Hop- 
kins, chairman of the Medical Services 
and Public Relations Committee, IIli- 
nois State Medical Society. Each of 
them expressed a belief that board 
meetings would be held that month 
and that about October Ist I would 
hear from each of them. When Novem- 
ber 26 arrived and we had not received 
any word, we telephoned each of them. 
Dr. Hopkins said the Committee that 
was to do the work to set Blue Shield 
up for dentistry had not been appoint- 
ed, but he expected this to be done very 
soon. Mr. Clark said that he had con- 
tacted their actuary, who is in New 
York City. This Plan wants to know 
whether it will be necessary to adjust 
rates; he added “we not only have to 
estimate dental cost under this change, 
but also that of chiropody.” 

As we look back at this year, we 
feel that the work of this committee has 
gone along very smoothly. We have 
done everything in our power to pro- 
tect the interests of the dental profes- 
sion and to better the dental health of 
our people. Needless to say, we could 
not have made the progress we did 
without the excellent cooperation of 
each member of the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society whom we asked to work. 
Our thanks go to each of them indi- 
vidually and to all of them collectively.

The Public Welfare Committee met 
at the Pere Marquette Hotel, Peoria, on 
Wednesday, May 15, 1957 at 7:30 a.m. 
in Parlor E. 

Committee members present were: 
Drs. Corlew, Smith, Hannon, Neill, 
Burke, Rakow, Vespa, Elson, Sherrard, 
and Thoma. Also in attendance were 
Drs. Robert Pollock, president-elect of 
Illinois State Dental Society; Walter 
Dundon, president-elect of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society; and Lester Webb 
of Harrisburg. 

It was decided that each member of 
the Committee would be sent copies of 
fee schedules, in order that each man 
may acquaint the local components 
with the schedule and the procedure in 
filling out the forms. Short talks were 
given by Drs. Vespa, Burke, and Pol- 
lock. 

On July 1, 1957 Federal Legislation 
on Public Health was in effect provid- 
ing for matching Federal funds for 
medical care at $6.00 per adult and 
$3.00 per child. Unfortunately, Illinois 
carries a vendor type of payment for 
federal aid. This legislation would have 
an adverse effect on Illinois. 

On October 1, 1957 Dr. John Zur, 
deputy director of Division of Dentist- 
ry, State of Illinois; Mrs. Mildred 
Smith; Mrs. Leslie Freeman, supervis- 
ors of Medical Section of Illinois Pub-

lic Aid Commission; and I met in Dr. 
Zur’s office in Springfield to discuss a 
project that Dr. Zur has in function in 
four counties in the southern half of 
the State—namely, Jackson, Franklin, 
Alexander, and Pulaski. In effect this 
plan embraces those features of the 
change in the federal health legislation; 
state money was matched with federal 
funds. 

Essentially the plan includes those 
who are on public aid, but it also makes 
eligible those children from low in- 
come groups whose parents are not on 
the public relief rolls. The features of 
the plan are a broader coverage of 
those who do not receive the essential 
dentistry, and that the dentists in the 
county submit their own fee schedule 
after agreement among themselves and 
the Illinois Public Health officials. 

Another possibility would be for the 
Illinois State Dental Society to go be- 
fore the State Legislature to ask and 
receive matching funds from the feder- 
al government, then set-up a program 
such as Dr. Zur has inaugurated in the 
various counties in the State adminis- 
tered by the Division of Dentistry of 
the Illinois Department of Public 
Health. This plan, too, is in the forma- 
tive state.

Relief 


During the year 1957 there have been 
eight Relief Fund recipients, with two 
grants expiring in December, leaving 
six recipients as of January 1, 1958. 

Last year the A.D.A. Relief Fund 
quota for Illinois was $6,940.00. The 
total contributions received were $8,- 
679.25, which was a 125.1 percent of 





the quota. When one considers that 
approximately only a third of the den- 
tists in Illinois contributed to the Re- 
lief Fund, one thinks of the amount 
that could be raised if the remaining 
two-thirds made only a small token pay- 
ment! Each component should have its 
own Relief Fund Campaign in the fall 
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of the year and strive for 100% partici- 
pation. Constant publicity at that time

Special Committees 


Civil Defense 


The Chairman regrets that due to ill- 
ness since April 3, 1957 he has been un- 
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able to participate actively in civil de- 
fense affairs in Illinois as they relate to 














the Illinois State Dental Society. How- 
ever, on October 3 each member of the 
committee was asked to submit a re- 
port of his activities thus far. 

On October 5 the Chairman mailed 
to the presidents and secretaries of the 
twenty-two component societies and to 
the members of the Civil Defense Com- 
mittee a program which their societies 
could follow in preparing their mem- 
bers in civil defense for any emergency. 
This material was mimeographed in 
Secretary Clopper’s office. 

The remainder of this report will 
consist of reports from the various 
members of the Committee. 


EASTERN ILLINOIS DisTRICT: 

Dr. Edmund M. Collins of Cham- 
paign reports that in the Champaign- 
Urbana area they have organized a mo- 
bile hospital unit which would be uti- 
lized in a local or national emergency. 
The medical personnel includes forty 
physicians and five dentists. The latter 
volunteered for work as assistants in 
surgery and to give anesthesia and they 
have been assigned to that type of duty. 
They have not had any trial runs yet, 
but they propose to have one in the 
near future. They are making plans to 
organize a second mobile hospital unit 
on the same basis. 

PEORIA DIsTRICT: 


Dr. C. K. Becherer of East Peoria re- 
ports that in the 1956-57 year there was 
one program which was entirely on civ- 
il defense. At this meeting reports were 
given by several local civil defense per- 
sonnel and films were shown depicting 
what to expect in the event of an ato- 
mic disaster. The Peoria District Den- 
tal Society, with the cooperation of the 
local chapter of the American Red 
Cross, presented a course of ten lectures 
to thirty-seven dentists of the Society, 
some of whom came from Galesburg 
and other outlying locations. Besides 
the dentists, fourteen dental assistants 





participated in the course and were 
equally interested. All of those attend- 
ing the course received a Red Cross 
certificate showing that they were quali- 
fied to render ordinary first aid. 

A more advanced first aid course for 
their members and assistants is plan- 
ned. This will be given in cooperation 
with the Peoria Medical Society. The 
course will present blood transfusion, 
blood typing and handling, and first 
aid treatment of the serious field casu- 
alties. With the help of the local civil 
defense unit they will become better in- 
formed on the problem of evacuation 
of personnel from a disaster area and 
how to assist in hospitalization of the 
injured during disaster. As a result of 
these activities they hope to stimulate 
enough interest to continue programs 
of advanced nature in their prepara- 
tion of their civilian defense organiza- 
tion. 


WasasH River DistrRicr: 

Dr. Kermitt C. Miller of Olney states 
there is much apathy among their 
members toward civil defense. He fur- 
ther states that he was instrumental in 
setting up the civil defense program in 
the area of Olney and as a result they 
have received one of the emergency 
hospital units. He has given talks be- 
fore parent teachers associations and 
civic organizations. 


MapIson District: 

Dr. Leo M. Coleman also reports 
much apathy among their members 
toward civil defense. He has kept in 
close contact with the local civil de- 
fense director and with the local radio 
“hams” who are attached to civil de- 
fense. He hopes to create some interest 
at the November 21 meeting of the So- 
ciety. Dr. Steve Geroff participated in 
“Operation Alert” this past summer. 

Dr. F. E. Walter of Jerseyville is as- 
sistant civil defense director for Jersey 
County and at the November 21 meet- 
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ing of the Madison District Dental So- 
ciety he was chosen as civil defense 
chairman for the Madison District. He 
attended a civil defense course in Bat- 
tle Creek, Michigan, for state and local 
governments in emergency. This course 
was given by the Staff College of the 
F.C.D.A. He is sending each member of 
the Madison District a letter outlining 
a civil defense course, and as a result 
he hopes to create enough interest to 
arrange a course. 


LASALLE County: 

Dr. P. J. Wendel, president, has ap- 
pointed a committee of five, each one 
representing a town in the county; 
the committee has set up training 
dates for each town. 


CuicaGo DENTAL SOCIETY: 

Dr. William F. Tolar of Berwyn has 
signed up twenty-five dentists for a 
civil defense course, comprising eight 
sessions of four hours each. The De- 
partment of Health of Berwyn is par- 
ticipating in the course. He has ar- 
ranged to hold a joint session on civil 
defense of the Douglas Park Branch of 
the Chicago Medical Society with the 
West Suburban Branch of the Chicago 
Dental Society. During the annual 


During the year 1957 the Finance 
and Planning Committee held four 
meetings—in April, June, August, and 
December—for the purpose of transact- 
ing all the financial problems of our 
Society and also to plan for matters 
and events that will arise in the future.

A summary of the conference with 
Mr. John Porter, regarding an explana- 
tion of the legal fees charged the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society, was present- 
ed. Mr. Porter explained that the Illi- 
nois State Dental Society is considered 
by his firm as a continuing client and 
charges for services are made on a dif- 
ferent basis than those for an individu- 
al who may use their services only once. 

A brief report of the activities of the 
Law Enforcement Study Commission 
was presented by Dr. Pollock. He stated 
that the group had chosen a name for 
the permanent commission: The Joint 
Commission on Legislation and Law 
Enforcement. 

Dr. Hoag presented a report on the 
evaluation of the Illinois State Dental 
Society facilities and their functions. 


December 


The last meeting of the Committee 
was held on December 11, 1957 with 
the following results: 

In compliance with a directive of the 
January 19, 1956 Executive Council 
the Secretary mailed budget request 
forms to all committee chairmen and 
Society officers. These requests were 
reviewed and a tentative budget for 
1958 established. 

In discussion of the anticipated re- 
ceipts a motion carried that the antici- 
pated receipts of the special assessment 
should be shown in a ‘separate listing 
and not included in the general receipts 
for operating expenses. 

After further discussion of the antici- 
pated receipts a suggestion was made 





The committee received his report with 
commendation and moved that he and 
Dr. Clopper review the report and as- 
semble an article for publication in 
the ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL in the 
near future. 

A motion carried that the Special 
Assessment Fund be kept in an account 
at the Jefferson Trust and Savings 
Bank, Peoria. 

The Secretary presented a report of 
his negotiations with the Peoria Flag 
and Decorating Company regarding the 
purchase of annual meeting equip- 
ment. A recommendation was made to 
the Ad Interim Committee that the Sec- 
retary be instructed to purchase the 
equipment listed for the price quoted 
by the Peoria Flag and Decorating 
Company. 

A motion carried that as the Execu- 
tive Council in May approved the re- 
commendation to employ a full time 
Secretary, the Finance Committee offer 
to Dr. Paul W. Clopper the position of 
full time Secretary. The contract to be 
drawn up by our attorney, Mr. Mont- 
gomery Winning.

that the anticipated receipts of the 
JouRNAL Office for 1958 be raised from 
$12,500.00 to $14,000.00. However, in 
view of the fact that the receipts of the 
Journat for 1957 were high, because of 
a large sale of reprints, and this situa- 
tion might not be repeated in 1958, it 
was the concensus of the Committee 
that the anticipated receipts for 1958 
remain at $12,500.00. 


A motion carried that the ceiling of 
$4,800.00 as previously adopted by the 
Executive Council in January 1957 
stand, and should apply to all auxiliary 
personnel of the Illinois State Dental 
Society. 


A motion carried that the salary of 
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Miss Joanne Caron be increased by 
$250.00 per year. 

A motion carried that the salary of 
Miss Joan Ackermann be increased by 
$120.00 per year. 

A motion carried that the Christmas 
gratuities heretofore given be increased 
to $50.00 for Miss Sadie V. Alloway 
and to $25.00 each for Miss Caron and 
Miss Ackermann. 

A motion carried that $1,000.00 be 
added to the Sadie V. Alloway Retire- 
ment Fund and that this amount be 
added yearly when the income of the 
Society permits. 

A motion carried that the budget of 
the Prosthetic Dental Service Commit- 
tee be set at $1,000.00 and the Secretary 
instructed to draw vouchers for pay- 
ment of accreditation expenses to the 
account of the Prosthetic Dental Serv- 
ice Committee. 

A contingencies account was estab- 
lished in the 1958 budget. This amount 
for contingencies to be $1,850.00. 

The total budget for 1958 was estab- 
lished at $78,550.00. The anticipated 
receipts for 1958 are $85,050.00. 

The Committee then discussed the 
special account to be established under 
the name of the Joint Commission on 
Legislation and Law Enforcement. A 
motion carried that this budget be set 
at $20,000.00 for 1958. Of this amount 
$17,000.00 is to be allotted to the Joint 
Commission and the remaining $3,- 
000.00 be allotted to cover the expenses 
of the Public Policy, Infraction of Laws, 
and Legislative Liaison committees. 

A motion carried that a paper sub- 
mitted by the Secretary, containing sug- 
gestions for the revision of parts of the 
Constitution and Bylaws, be received 
and referred to the Executive Council 
with full approval of the Committee. 

In discussion of 1958 committees, 
Dr. Pollock asked for an opinion from 
the Committee as to whether he should 
resign as chairman of the Joint Com- 
mission, in view of the fact that he will 
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also be President of the Society in 1958. 
It was the consensus of the committee 
that if Dr. Pollock felt the duties of the 
two offices would not over-tax his time, 
he should remain as chairman of the 
Joint Commission. 

Dr. Madda, who is chairman for the 
1958 Annual Meeting Program, present- 
ed the following publicity suggestions: 


1.A “Dentist of the Year” contest; 
the award to be presented each 
year at the annual meeting. 


2. An insert card containing the an- 
nual meeting program which 
would be distributed to supply 
houses and laboratories for inclu- 
sion in their monthly statements to 
dentists. 


He also stated that flyers would be sent 
to the entire membership again in 1958.

A motion carried that letters of 
Christmas Greetings and appreciation 
be sent to all Illinois legislators who 
supported the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety in its fight against H. B. 1027. 
These letters to be signed by the Pres- 
ident and Secretary. 

A motion carried that due to the re- 
cent revision of the banking laws, now 
allowing corporations to purchase “E” 
and “H” Government Bonds, the orig- 
inal recommendation of the Executive 
Council be carried out and $2,000.00 
be invested in Series “H” Bonds. 

A motion carried that the $6,000.00 
received from Series “G” Bonds matur- 
ing in December 1957 be reinvested in 
Series ‘“H” Bonds. 

A motion carried that the money re- 
ceived from the special assessment be 
put in a separate bank account under 
the name of the Joint Commission on 
Legislation and Law Enforcement of 
the Illinois State Dental Society. 

A motion carried that a letter re-

Joint Commission on Legislation and Law Enforcement 


This Commission was created first 


as the Law Enforcement Study Com- 
mission upon the directive of the Exe- 





cutive Council at its meeting of Janu- 
ary 17, 1957. 
The report of the action and recom- 
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mendations of this commission, which 
were transmitted to the Executive 
Council, appears on pages 546 and 547 
—I.D.J., August 1957. 

The action of the Executive Council 
on May 16 in accepting the recommen- 
dations of the Study Commission ap- 
pears on page 535 I.D.J., August 1957. 

After considerable correspondence 
with the attorney, the name Joint Com- 
mission on Legislation and Law En- 
forcement was accepted by the Com- 
mission and approved by the Ad Inter- 
im Committee of the Executive Council 
on August 14, 1957. At this same meet- 
ing of the Ad Interim Committee Pres- 
ident Isenberger renamed the members 
of the Study Commission to be mem- 
bers of the permanent commission for 
the terms stated in the recommenda- 
tions. 

At its meeting of July 9th, the Com- 
mission received reports on the pro- 
gress of the investigations and recom- 
mended further work on recent alleged 
violations throughout the state. 

The Secretary was authorized to in- 
stigate a survey of all known dental lab- 
oratories in the State of Illinois, using 
the Prosthetic Dental Service Commit- 
tees of the component dental societies 
as contacts. This report is to show name 
of laboratory, name of owner, number 
of employees, and if the laboratory 
and/or its technicians are considered to 
be dealing with dentists only and com- 
plying with the Dental Practice Act. 

Because of the knowledge and ex- 
perience of Mr. Edgar Stephens in the 
field of investigations of illegal prac- 
tices, it was decided that all investiga- 
tions should be directed by him until 
such time as it is necessary to make a 
change. 

A recommendation was made to the 
Ad Interim Committee of the Execu- 
tive Council that a study be instituted 
as soon as possible on the advisability 
of opening the Dental Practice Act 
for revision and tightening of certain 
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sections of the law in 1959. 


At the August 20th meeting of the 
Commission, a report was heard from 
Mr. Edward Mauter, executive secre- 
tary of the Illinois Dental Laboratory 
Association, who had recently made a 
trip through Central Illinois towns vis- 
iting dental laboratories. He offered 
lists of the laboratories of the Associa- 
tion and discussed the proposed survey 
of all laboratories in the State. He ex- 
pressed a personal feeling that such a 
survey might help us in the field of law 
enforcement. The Commission thanked 
the Illinois Dental Laboratory Associa- 
tion through Mr. Mauter for its coop- 
eration in the field of law enforcement. 

At this meeting the Commission 
again reviewed the enforcement activi- 
ties and directed an intensified effort 
against certain problems in the fall 
courts. 


Secretary Clopper, Mr. Stephens and 
the chairman of the Commission were 
directed to prepare publicity for the 
Journat regarding the activities of the 
Commission. It is the feeling of the 
Commission that the membership 
should have a knowledge of as much of 
the work of the Commission as can be 
revealed at the time. It must be realized 
that it is impossible to disclose the de- 
tails of cases to come before the courts 
before the cases are concluded. It must 
also be realized that a dental society is 
Not a law enforcing body, that field 
belongs to the state authorities who ad- 
minister laws. We can only help en- 
forcing bodies by aiding in collecting 
evidence, preparing materials for the 
states attorneys and federal attorneys 
and others who prosecute cases in 
courts and departments of government. 


The membership can aid by chan- 
neling all inquiries on _ violations 
through the Secretary’s Office and the 
Commission. The work being done 
deals with illegal laboratories and tech- 
nicians, and dentists who aid and work 
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for those who prey on the public’s den- 
tal health. 

The Commission met again on No- 
vember 14th. It reviewed the progress 
of the dental laboratory survey. It also 
heard a report of the current investiga- 
tions and court cases throughout Chi- 
cago and downstate plus the actions 
being taken before the Board of Dental 
Examiners in revocation cases. 

The Commission spent some time 
planning the next year’s campaign and 
estimate of the needs and costs for a 
budget. 

Your Commission has two recommen- 
dations: 


1. That the Student Liaison Commit- 
mittee of the Illinois State Dental 
Society be requested to contact the 
deans of the three dental colleges 
in Illinois, requesting permission 
to send speakers from the dental 
society to talk to the senior stu- 
dents each year on “The Proper 
Relationship Between the Dentist 
and His Laboratory Technician.” 
This talk should include the state 
laws and penalties for failure to 
comply with them fully.

. The Chairman feels that it would 
be wise and fine public relations 
for the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety to send a special letter to the 
Illinois Dental Laboratory Associa- 
tion thanking them for their coop- 





eration in the field of law enforce- 


ment and express a hope that they 
will see their way clear to continue 
this activity. 


On Friday, December 6th, Mr. John 
Porter, the attorney who aids the So- 
ciety in preparing and processing cases 
before they are brought to the states at- 
torneys, spoke before the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Illinois States Attorneys As- 
sociation. This contact was made pos- 
sible through his friendship with States 
Attorney Masters of Will County. Four 
representatives of the Dental Society 
were invited guests, including the 
Chairman of this Commission. 

His talk was well received by these 
men. It is our hope that the ILLINoIs 
DENTAL JOURNAL will publish his ad- 
dress so that reprints may be had to 
send to all states attorneys in Illinois 
who might not have been present at 
that meeting. (Printed in the I.D.J., 
January 1958.) 

We are planning and preparing to 
meet next year’s problems with the full 
responsibility for investigations and the 
preparation of evidence throughout the 
state. It is our objective to administer 
the funds delegated to this Commission 
by the assessment voted at the last an- 
nual meeting of this Society and re- 
ceive full value for the Society. As usu- 
al, a full accounting will be made and 
reported to the Executive Council.

Joint Policy Committee 


Everyone is familiar with the ef- 
forts made by the Policy Committee to 
date. We thought our program would 
work because it had been successful in 
other states, particularly California. 
However, we ran head on into possible 
legal entanglements with the Federal 





Government, especially after the open- 
ing investigation of the government of 
the accreditation program in Missouri. 

The Committee met with Mr. John 
Porter, who pointed out that the only 
type of program which would pass the 
scrutiny of the Justice Department 
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would be a unilateral program. It 
seems there can be no arrangement be- 
tween two organizations, whereby a so- 
called white list or a black list would 
come forth. 

Fortunately, to circumvent this ac- 
cusation we have a precedent in the 
A.D.A.’s certification program for den- 
tal laboratory technicians. This certifi- 
cation program was passed by over- 
whelming majority by the House of 
Delegates in Miami and also by the 
delegates of the National Association of 
Dental Laboratories in Dallas. This 
program can be reviewed by reading 
the recent report of the Council on 
Dental Education of the A.D.A. 

Briefly, it works this way. The Coun- 
cil has set up educational requirements 
for the dental technicians. Upon com- 
pletion of these requirements, they 
_would be eligible to take the examina- 
tion for certification. If they pass this 
examination, they would become certi- 
fied technicians. I would like to quote 
from parts of the report of the Council 
on Dental Education of November 
1957. 


“It is the feeling of the Council on 
Dental Education that a mechanism 
should be made available for the ex- 
amination and certification of dental 
laboratory technicians in order to pro- 
vide the dental profession with an in- 
dication of those persons who have 
demonstrated their ability to fulfill the 
dental laboratory work authorization. 
Such a certification program should be 
based upon the educational require- 
ments for dental laboratory technicians 
approved by the House of Delegates of 
the A.D.A. 

“An agency which seeks approval as a 
Certification Board for Dental Labora- 
tory Technicians should be representa- 
tive of a national organization of the 
dental laboratory craft and have au- 
thority to speak officially for that or- 
ganization. 
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“The rules and regulations estab- 
lished by the Certification Board for 
Dental Laboratory Technicians will be 
considered for approval by the Council 
on Dental Education. Changes that are 
planned in the rules and regulations of 
the Certification Board should be re- 
ported to the Council before they are 
put into effect, and it is expected that 
periodic reports on the operation of 
the certification program will be made 
to the Council. The principal func- 
tions of the Certification Board should 
be: 


a. To determine the levels of edu- 
cation and experience of candidates 
applying for certification examina- 
tion within the requirements for edu- 
cation established by the Council on 
Dental Education. 


b. To prepare and administer com- 
prehensive examinations to deter- 
mine the qualifications of those per- 
sons who apply for certification. 

c. To issue certificates to those per- 
sons who qualify for certification and 
to prepare and maintain a roster of 
certifees.” 


The certification board has been set 
up. It is composed of seven members 
of the N.A.D.L. from different parts of 
the country. They are presently setting 
up the organization for the program. 
This briefly could be the basis for an 
accreditation program for the State of 
Illinois. 

How would it work? 

The Illinois State Dental Society 
would set up certain minimum require- 
ments which in its opinion would be 
necessary for accreditation. 

These minimum requirements or 
standards would be turned over to an 
accreditation board established by the 
Illinois Dental Laboratory Association. 
Their responsibility would be to make 
the investigations, examinations, and 
accredit laboratories according to the

specifications set down by the Illinois 
State Dental Society. 

The accrediting board would make 
regular reports to the Society, presum- 
ably through the Prosthetic Dental 
Service Committee. 

The Illinois State Dental Society 
could withdraw its support if it found 
the program inadequate, or that the 
accredited laboratories were not meet- 
ing the requirements established by the 
Society. The Laboratory Association 
could drop the program if they felt 
there were no advantages to be gained 
by it. 

The program would be legal in the 
eyes of the Federal Government, ac- 
cording to Mr. Porter, because it would 
be a form of self-accreditation by the 
Laboratory Association. 

The Laboratory Association could 
publicize the list of accredited labora- 
tories as much as they wished. The 
Society could not do this, as it would 
make it liable to the accusation that it 
is conspiring with the Laboratory As- 
sociation to the detriment of the non 
accredited laboratories. 

As in the certification program of the 
A.D.A., all laboratories would be eli- 
gible for accreditation if they could 
meet the requirements. 

This program will not be successful

unless it is accepted whole-heartedly by 
the profession. I know that the labora- 
tory people will not be interested in it 
unless it is publicized by the Society 
and reasonable efforts made to acquaint 
the membership with its merits. 

An accreditation program is essen- 
tially a means of defining the qualifica- 
tions of a dental laboratory and of iden- 
tifying those laboratories which have 
demonstrated a certain level of compe- 
tence. It should be the policy of the 
Society that standards for dental lab- 
oratories should be established by the 
dental profession. 

The Society not only has the respon- 
sibility to establish the standards, but 
also has the obligation to develop these 
standards on a realistic basis that will 
be acceptable to both the profession 
and the craft. 

The conduct of the program of ac- 
creditation of dental laboratories 
should be under the supervision of the 
dental profession, but the administra- 
tion of the program should be under- 
taken by the Laboratory Association. 

It is our belief that an accreditation 
program which is properly planned and 
conducted can be of substantial benefit 
to the dental profession and to the 
laboratory craft.

LOYOLA TO BUILD $3 MILLION 
DENTAL SCHOOL BUILDING 


Plans for the construction of new 
facilities for the School of Dentistry, 
Loyola University, in Chicago were en- 
nounced recently. Plans call for a $3 
million dental building and a $1 mil- 
lion structure to house students. An 
eight-acre site is being acquired in Chi- 
cago’s West Side Medical Center for 
the new building. 

The project was announced by the 
Very Rev. James V. Mc Guire, S.]J., 
president of Loyola, and William P. 
Schoen, dental school dean. 

The new school would accommodate 
600 students, almost double the present 
enrollment, and would include a school 
for dental hygienists and one for den- 
tal assistants. Additionally, research 
facilities would be doubled. 

The dental school this year is mark- 
ing the 75th anniversary of its estab- 
lishment.

DENTISTS REMINDED TO KEEP 
TAX RECORDS FOR 3 YEARS 


A reminder to Federal income tax- 
payers to retain their copies of returns 
filed during the current tax season 
has been issued by District Director H. 
Alan Long of the Chicago office of the 
Internal Revenue Service. Records of 
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income and expense used in prepara- 
tion of the return also should be kept, 
he said. 

“Tax forms and records must be pre- 
served for at least three years from the 
deadline date, April 15, in case any 
question concerning a return should 
arise,” Mr. Long said. 

“Beyond this requirement, however, 
taxpayers should find that retention of 
their receipts of returns should help 
them in filing next year, especially if 
there is little or no change in their fi- 
nancial status. In addition, the Reve- 
nue Service suggests that records of 
1958 expenditures—cancelled checks, 
receipts, notations of contributions, 
sales taxes and other levies, interest 
payments and other deductible items — 
be retained with the return copy for 
ready reference in computing 1958 Fed- 
eral returns.” 

Self-Employment Tax 

Lawyers, dentists, osteopaths, vet- 
erinarians, chiropractors, naturopaths, 
and optometrists are now subject to 
self-employment tax for social security 
coverage, and members of these groups 
must pay the social security self-employ- 
ment tax if their net earnings from self- 
employment are $400 or more. For 
1957, the rate of tax is 33% percent. 
Forty-two hundred dollars is the maxi- 
mum amount of earnings covered by 
the self-employment tax. 

Self-employment tax must be paid 
each year with the Form 1040 tax re- 
turn, and Schedule “SE” is a part of 
the Form 1040.
